If this is so, and the 
government reserves its right to make 
these offering silver await their turn 
at the present capacity cf the mints, 
how 
would free coinage of 
silver 
very materially increase the present 
production of silver coio? 
Whatever 
the present capacity of the mints be, 
tde demand 
for 
coinage would 
be 
greater than the present capacity of 
the government. 
Any light on this question you may 
be able to give will be appreciated. 
I n q u ir e r . 
The free silverites are aware that 
the capacity of the mints is limited, 
nor do they propose to hasten to add 
to it. 
If they are able to pass a free 
coinage law it will provide that when 
silver bullion is offered in excess of 
the capacity of the mints the holder 
shall bs given diver certificates. 
In 
that way a mass of cheap silver money 
can be put into circulation speedily. 
Instead of adding to the capacity of 
the mints more vault room will be 
provided for silver bullion.

Sailors V ictim ized at Buenos Ayres. 
It seems that at many ports abroad 
great injury is suffered by B ritish ship 
ping through the crews of vessels being 
enticed away from their ships, necessi­ 
tating the obtaining of other and in 
many cases incompetent hands. 
In 
Buenos Ayres this practice is very preva 
lent, so much so that the attention of 
the British government has been drawn 
to it. 
The supplying of new crews at Buenos 
Ayres is left in the hands of certain 
boarding house keepers, and it invari­ 
ably happens that no hands can be ob­ 
tained at all while the vessels are lying 
in dock. 
If they could, the men would 
be shipped before the British consul, 
and then m atters would be put right. 
The mode of procedure is to let the 
steamer leave the dock, and while in 
the river the sailors and firemen—the 
new men—are brought off in a small 
boat, apparently in a state of drunken­ 
ness. 
The m aster has no choice but to 
take the men, and the shipping agent or 
boarding house keeper gets a fee cf 
about IG shillings for each man.
